XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1928. 


July.—The month opened with a week of unsettled weather, but devoid of major rains. Trivial 
showers penetrated, however, to the greater part of the wheat-growing country, and served, at least, 
to minimise evaporation, and the state of crops had not materially deteriorated when the second week 
brought heavy rains. These commenced on the Coast on the 7th, but general agricultural falls did 
not occur until two days later, while another day elapsed before the Gascoyne and Goldfields were 
affected. 


The rain then cleared away from the interior, but useful showers returned to the wheat belt on the 
14th, and after another brief and only partial respite, a very wet period set in. It lasted from the 
16th to 22nd, and affected not only the South-West quarter of the State, but the Gascoyne, Gold- 
fields and parts of the North-West. The downpour was heaviest in the Metropolitan Area, the Avon 
Valley, and Southward to Narrogin, Wandering and Williams. The Avon, Murray, Collie and Preston 
Rivers were greatly swollen, but owing to the dry conditions earlier in the year, no serious floodings 
were reported, The Swan, however, flooded its lower flats, and the waters of minor streams, together 
with the soakage of the heavy falls on the Darling Ranges, eventually swamped a large area of the 
Peel Estate 


Finally, light but useful agricultural rains on the 26th and 29th concluded a month which, in 
several important districts, ranked amongst the wettest Julys on record. In 1926 only was the month 
wetter at Narrogin, Wandering, Marradong, Williams, and Wagin. Amongst neighbouring stations, 
that year, 1917 and 1878 stood out, while in Perth 1926 alone, and at Fremantle 1907 alone exceeded 
the total for the month under review. Apart, however, from a few stations with only a few years 
records, Esperance was the only locality where the rainfall had never been exceeded during July of 
previous years. 


There was, however, a great deal of variability in the month’s totals. At Bun bury and a few 
other localities in the neighbourhood, small defects were shown, and in the West Gascoyne and North 
Murchison, throughout the Tropics and in the more Northerly and Easterly parts of the Coolgardie 
Goldfields, the gaugings were all below normal. The Central and Southern Murchison and the nearer 
parts of the Coolgardie Goldfields, however, shared in excesses which were general throughout the 
wheat-growing country, where about 50 per cent. above normal rainfall occurred. 


August.—The agricultural rainfall during the month somewhat resembled that of July, in so far 
as it was fairly persistent throughout the month, but the heavy excesses of July were not met with 
except over a strictly limited area which included the Metropolitan neighbourhood, and certain local- 
ities in the extreme South-West, and the Northern and Central parts of the Great Southern areas. Only 
at Guildford and Perth were all previous records for the month exceeded, in the former case 11-14. 
inches being registered, compared with 10-25 inches in 1909, and in the latter with 12-21 inches com- 
pared with 10-33 in 1882. 


Valuable seasonable falls occurred throughout the Midland and Eastern areas, and the districts to 
the Eastward of the Great Southern, but in many instances, especially in Northern Midland, Eastern 
and far North-Eastern districts, the average for the month was not equalled. In the Central parts 
of the Eastern Goldfields small excesses were the rule, but in the Yilgarn and Norseman-Esperance 
areas the falls, although sufficient for agricultural purposes, were below average. Very little rain 
fell over the Northern Goldfields or Gascoyne, and none in the Tropics, with the exception of a trivial 
shower or two in the Fortescue. 


The individual rainstorms called for little remark. The heavy falls above-mentioned were mainly 
accountable to the registrations of the 4th and 5th, 8th, and 18th and 19th, but some solid rains fell 
in the extreme South-West on the 28th and 29th. The maximum fall for any 24-hour registration 
period was 314 points at Armadale on the 5th. 


September.—Although a rainy month on the South-West Coast, where averages were exceeded by 
amounts varying between half and one-and-a-half inches, was not very satisfactory over the greater 
portion of the agricultural country, defects being the rule over Midland, Eastern, and Upper Great

Southern areas. The 3rd, 21st and 28th brought the most useful falls, which were not sufficient to cause 
@ flow-off for dams, but sufficed, with intervening light showers, to keep the crops going. Even for 
the latter purpose some heavier falls would have been welcomed. Southward from Narrogin the fall 
of the 28th was much heavier, and averages for the month were generally surpassed. 


At Esperance a normal fall was noted, but to the Northward the registrations dwindled rapidly, and 
the Yilgarn districts experienced a distinctly poor month. 


To the remainder of the Coolgardie Goldfields, and in the Gascoyne and Murchison, only a few 
sed showers extended, and in the Tropics the month, as usual about this time of the year, was 
rainless.
